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deſty, as the Oriel of all Diſorders. That 
ſoft and effeminate Method of Education, 
which too many are fond of, they deſpis'd, 

fince it only tends to enervate at once, both 
the Body and the” Mind. They gave a 
ſevere Check to all idle and looſe Diſcourſe, 
and ſuffer'd no bad Examples to be ſet be- 
fore them, leſt being habituated to ſuch 
Sights, they ſhould loſe that Abhorrence 
of Vice, which ſhould be implanted in 
them, and contract ill Habits before Ex- 
perience could evince the Danger that at- 
tended them. They took great Pains to ſub- 
due their Paſſions betimes, and made every 
Thing ſubſervient to the Promotion of 
Virtue. Inſtead of light and trivial Sen- 
tences; none were offer d for their Imita- 
tion, but ſuch as contain d ſome moral

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their Infancy the Benefits and Pleaſures of 
Temperance; and the nobleſt Families 
were ſollicitous of having their Children 
betimes inur'd to Hardſhips and Fatigues. 
They were induſtrious to inſtil into them 
an early Veneration for Truth; a Lye was 
deem'd moſt odious, and a F ad. how- 
ever dexterouſly manag'd, look'd upon as 
a black and enormous Crime. Their A- 
verſion to all Kinds of Intemperance was 
no leſs remarkable; they expos'd their 
Slaves, when difguis! d by Liquor, to the 
Deriſion of their Youth, in order to im- 
plant in them an early Deteftation of that 
Vice. The Food, allow'd to their Chil- 
dren and Young Men, was nothing but 
Bread, Creſſes, and Water, to accuſtom 
them to Abſtinence and Sobriety : They 
conſider'd, that a plain frugal Diet would 
invigorate the Body, and cauſe them to be 
ſprightly and healthful. Boys were not 
only inſtructed, whilſt at School, in Arts 
and Sciences, but in the Principles of Juſ- 
tice and Virtue; even there they learn'd 
to reverence the Gods: ; to be obedient to 

their 
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their Parents and Superiors; and no Crime 


was ſo ſeverely puniſh'd 2 among them a as 
Ingratitude. 

NoTwITASTANDING thefe Eulogiums 
have ſo fpecious'an Appearance, I night 
be thought too partial to them, were I to 
omit obſerving, that, when we come to ſet 
their Views in a fair and impartial Light, 
we ſhall find, that their Virtues were the 
Reſult only of Ambition, and that they 
took'd chiefly for their Reward | in this 
World. 

Ir then ſuch narrow Motives had ſuch 
glorious Conſequences; if Sobriety, Tem- 
perance, Chaſtity, Generoſity, Prudence, 
and Humility, were ſo diligently cultiva- 
ted, even by thoſe, who had little Ex- 


pectations from another Life; if they pro- 


fited ſo largely under their Philoſophers 
and Teachers, whoſe very Knowledge was 
dark and confus d; what ought not to be 
expected from us, who have the moſt per- 
fect Morality, the moſt divine Precepts, 
and the ever glorious Example of our 
bleſſed Lord. and Saviour Jeu Chriſt 2 
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What Fruits ought we to produce, who 
expect ſo glorious an Harveſt in another 
World, as is promis'd in the Sacred Serip- 
tures; and moreover, have our Know- 
ledge enlighten'd by the inexpreſſible 
Brightneſs of the Goſpel? Who that hears 
what Advantages we have over them, 
would not readily conclude, we muſt ex- 
cel thoſe admir d Heathens, in the Purity 
of our Lives and Converſations? Who, 
that ſees our daily Practices, would not 
readily allow, they would be a Scandal to 
the darkeſt Ages of Idolatry and Igno- 
Trance? 
LE T us now i a little from 
whence this ill Behaviour amongſt Men, 
who profeſs and call themſelves Chriſtians, 
muſt naturally arife. 
Nox to diflemble the Matter, the 
ſtrange Neglect of Parents is the firft, if 
not the only Cauſe of theſe Evils. How 
common is it for them to indulge their 
Children in every Kind. of Pleaſure; to 
talk without Reſerve, and perhaps wick= 
edly too, before them on any Subject; to 
VV ſhew 
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ew a ſort of Contempt for Religious 
| Myſteries; and to be drunk in their Pre- 
ſence? And if all this doth not happen, 
how few take the neceffary Precautions to 
inftil into their Minds betimes, the Princi- 
ples of Virtue and Religion? How many, 
on the contrary, are fund of cheriſhing in 
them the Seeds of Vice and Folly ? Evils 
of this Kind are ſo common, that every 
Man's own Conſcience will tell him how 
blame-worthy he has been in this Parti- 
cular. 

CAN we wonder if Children, who have 
been inur'd to hear, not only Religion itſelf, 
but its Votaries and their Places of Divine 
Worſhip treated with Indifference, and 
perhaps with Contempt, ſhould be at- 
tach'd to all ſenſual Enjoyments ? Can we 
be ſurpriz'd, if they become Wine; bib- 
bers, and profane Swearers, when they 
have always had ſuch bad Examples be- 
fore their Eyes? On the contrary, would 
it not be Matter of Wonder, ſhould they 
prove otherwiſe? Can we expect a plen- 


tiful Harveſt, when we have neglected to 


cultivate 
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cultivate our Grounds? Have we any 
Reaſon. to hope for delicious Fruits, where 
we have only ſown Thorns and Briars? 
Should we not think him a Fool, or a 
Mad-man, that attempts to raiſe a noble 
and ſpacious Edifice on a rotten, or ſandy 
Foundation? And is it leſs abſurd, to ex- 
pea Youth to be Virtuous, who has been 
early inſtructed in the Paths of Vice?

Foreſt, ſhe looks as majeſtic, and is as 
dextrous at handling the Bow, as Diana 
amidſt her Nymphs ; herfelf alone does 
not know it, while all the World admires 
it. When ſhe enters into the Temple of 


the Gods, and bears the ſacred Offering on 


her Head in Baskets, One would think ſhe 
were the very Deity that inhabits the 
Temple. With what Awe, with what 
Devotion, have we ſeen her offer Sacri- 


fices, and avert the Anger of the Gods 
when

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when ſome Crime was to be expiated, or 
ſome dreadful Omen was to be depricatcd ! 
In ſhort, when One ſees her with a Com- 

pany of her Women, holding in her Hand 
a golden Needle, One would think Mi- 

nerva's Telf were deſcended to Earth in à 
human Form, to inſpire Men with curious 
Arts, She chears up others to work ; ſhe 
renders Labour pleaſant to them by the 
Sweetneſs of her Voice when ſhe ſings the 
miraculous Stories of the Gods. She ſur- 
paſſes the moſt exquiſite Painting by her 
delicate Embroideries, Happy the Man, 
whom chearful Hymen ſhall unite unto 
her! He will have Nothing to fear, but 
to loſe her, and ſurvive ber. If another 
ſhould enjoy her, I ſhould paſs the reſt of 
my Days in Sorrow and Bitterneſs ; yet I 
am unwilling to diſcoyer my Paſſion either 
to her or to her Father; for I think T ough; 
not to make a Declaration of it to any but 
you, till es, reinſtated in his Throne, 


gives me his Conſent.

Oh, Telemachus' I approye your Choice, 
Antiops i is gentle, plain-hearted, prudent; 
her Hands deſpiſe not Labour; ſhe foreſees 
Things at a great Diſtance ; ſhe provides 
againſt Contingencies ; ſhe knows how to 
be filent; ſhe acts regularly without a 
Hurry ; ſhe is everlaſtingly employed, 
but never embarraſs'd, becauſe ſhe does 
every Thing in its due Seaſon ; the good 
Order of her Father's Houſe is her Glory; 
it adds a greater Luſtre to her than her ve- 
ry Beauty. Tho' the Care of all lies up- 
on her, and ſhe is charged with the Bur- 
then of Reproving, Refuſing, Sparing, 
(Things that make all other Women ha- 
ted) ſhe has acquir'd the Love of all the 
Houſhold ; and this, becaufe they find 
not in her either Paſſion, Conceitedneſs, 
Levity, or Humour, as in other Women. 
With the ſingle Glance of her Eye they _ 


know her Meaning, and are afraid to diſ- 
| pleaſe 
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pleaſe her. The Orders ſhe gives are 
plain; the commands nothing but what 
may be performed; ſhe reproves with 
Kindneſs, and even amidſt her Reprehen- 
ſions, ſhe finds room to give Encourage- 
ment to do better: Her Father's Heart 
repoſes itſelf upon her, as a Traveller, 
fainting under the Sun's ſultry Rays, re- 
poſes itſelf upon the tender Graſs, bencaih 
a ſhady Tree. 

Autiope, O Telemachus, is a Treaſure 
worthy to be ſought for, even in the moſt 
remote Regions ; Her Mind is never trim'd 
any more than her Body, with vain, gaw- 
dy Ornaments ; her Fancy, tho' full of 
Life, is reſtrain'd by her Diſcretion ; ſhe 
neyer ſpeaks but when there is an abſolute 
Occaſion; and when ſhe opens her Mouth, 
ſoft „ and genuine Graces flow 
from her Lips. The Moment ſhe begins 
every every Body elſe is filent, which 

| throws a baſhful Confuſion into her Face; 
ſme could find in her Heart to ſuppreſs 
What 
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what ſhe was about to ſay, when ſhe per- 
ccives ſhe is ſo attentively liſten'd to. 
You may remember, O Telemachus, 
when her Father made her one Day come 

in, how ſhe appear'd with her Eyes caft 
down, coyer'd with a large Veil, and ſpoke 
no more than juſt enough to moderate the 
Anger of Idomeneus, who was going to 
infli& a rigorous Puniſhment on one of his 
Slaves. At firſt ſhe took Part with him 
in his Trouble; then ſhe calm'd him; at 
laſt, the intimated to him what might be 
alledg'd in Excuſe of the poor Wretch, 
and without letting the King know that 
he was tranſported beyond due Bounds, 
ſhe inſpir'd into him Scntiments of Juſtice 
and Compaſſion. Thetis, when ſhe ſooths 
old Nereus, does not appeaſe with more 
Sweetneſs the raging Billows. 
Thus Autiope, without aſſuming any 
Authority, and without taking Advantage 
of her Charms, will one Day manage the 
Heart of a Husband, as the now touches 
1 her 
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her Lute, when ſhe would draw from it 
the moſt melting Sounds. 

Once again, I tell you, Telemachius, 
your Love for her is well grounded ; the 
Gods deſign her for you; you love her 
with a rational Affection, but you muſt 
wait till Ces grants her to you: I com- 
mend you for not having diſcoyer'd your 
Sentiments to her; but know, that if you 
had taken any By-Methods to let her 
know your Deſigns, ſhe would have re- 
jected them, and ceas d to have a Value for 
you; ſhe will never promiſe herſelf to any 
One, bnt will leave herſelf to be diſpos'd 
of by her Father. She will never take 
for her Spouſe a Man, that does not fear 


the Gods, and who does not acquit himſelf - 


of all the Duties that are incumbent on 
him. | 

Come, let us go, Telemachas, let us go 
to Ithaca; there remains now nothing 
more for me to do, but to bring you to 


your Pather, and to put 1 into a Con= 


dition 
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dition to obtain a Bride worthy of the 
Colden Age. Were ſhe a Shepherdeſs on 
the froſty Mount Algidus, as ſhe is the 
Daughter of the King of Salentum, you 
would be the Med $i of Men in the En- 
* of her. 


Tho' the above Character of a virtuous 
Beauty is allow'd to be a Maſter-picce in 
its Kind, and drawn by the univerſally 
admir'd Archbiſhop of Cambray; yet my 
young Readers will find (in the 44ſt. Chap- 
ter of the Proverbs, to which I ſhall re- 
fer them) the Picture of a Good Woman, 
drawn by King Solomon, which is touch'd 
up with more lively Celours, and finiſhed 
(as the moſt impartial Judges muſt allow) 
in a much higher Degree of Perfection. 
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
